Ferba^s the most langliable French 
dnel ovot fought took placo ou Nov. 21, 
1878, 
at Plessis-Piquet 
and 
was 
“ fought” butwecu two no less person­ 
ages than Gam bet ta, who was then 
practically the dictator of France, and 
M. de Fourton. 


Some heated words had parsed bo- 
twuen the two iu the chamber of depu­ 
ties, for which, according to the French 
idea of honor, nothing conid atone ex­ 
cept a duel. The two men met, there­ 
fore, on the field, attended by their sec­ 
onds and the surgeons.
